Proceedings. 

Alliance  Headquarters,    Hillsboro,  N.  C,    August  13-14,  1918. 

The  Thirty  Second  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Farmers  State  Alliance  convened  at  Headquarters  near  Hills* 
boro,  N.  C,  on  August  13th,  1918  and  was  called  to  order  by 
President  T.  B.  Parker  promptly  at  12  o'clock  M. 

The  Alliance  was  then  opened  in  due  form  after  which  the 
President  declared  this  the  thirty  second  annual  session  of  this 
body  open  and  ready  for  business,  and  appointed  Brethren  H. 
E.  Thompson,  C.  F.  Cates  and  J.  M.  Mitchel  Committee  on 
credentials.     Recess  was  then  taken  until  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

Afternoon  Session 

Promptly  at  2  o'clock  the  President  called  the  Alliance  to 
order.

Presidents  Address 

The  President  delivered  his  annual  address  as  follows: 
The  hand  of  time  has  brought  up  together  again  in  Annual 
Convention.  It  is  with  a  mingling  of  congratulations  and  re- 
grets that  I  greet  you.  Congratulating  you  on  the  auspicious 
outlook  for  the  finest  crops  made  in  recent  years  in  our  State. 
With  but  few  exceptions  the  crops  of  corn,  cotton,  hay,  tobacco, 
etc.  promise  abundant  yields,  for  which  we  are  thankful.  Con- 
gratulating you  for  your  devotion  and  loyalty  to  our  Organ- 
ization, loyalty  of  a  type  that  shows  noble  and  high  purposes — 
purposes  that  mean  for  the  elevation  of  the  entire  country  as 
well  as  the  agricultural  classes,  by  a  better  understanding,  so 
as  to  "secure  entire  harmony  and  good  will  among  mankind 
and  brotherly  love  among  ourselves." 

Regrets  that  an  active  Alliance  is  not  in  operation  in  every 
community  in  the  State,  having  for  its  membership  the  rank 
and  file  of  the  farmers  who  subscribe  to  our  "Declaration  of 


Principles'7 :  Principles  which  are  elevating  in  their  intent  and 
founded  on  the  motto:  In  things  essential,  Unity;  and  in  all 
things  Charity. 

Our  Country  is  yet  engaged  in  the  terrible  war  into  which 
we  entered  more  than  a  year  ago.  A  war  of  inconceivable 
horrors  and  magnitude,  with  no  immediate  ending  in  sight. 

As  an  organization,  and  as  individuals,  we  are  proud  of  our 
country  and  proud  that  we  are  American  citizens.  As  such 
we  recognize  that  our  first  duty  is  to  our  country,  and  to  spend 
and  be  spent  in  helping  to  win  the  war.  I  trust  there  is  not 
even  a  near  slacker  in  the  membership  of  the  Alliance;  but  on 
the  contrary  that  every  member  will  give  to  our  govern- 
ment his  hearty  and  unstinted  support  in  helping  to  crush  the 
Prussian  spirit  that  is  dominating  Germany,  Austria  and  their 
Allies.  We  should  pledge  ourselves  to  do  our  utmost  to  pro- 
duce the  crops  necessary  to  sustain  our  army  and  their  Allies  in 
Europe  and  elsewhere  in  fighting  the  battles  for  the  liberty  and 
freedom  of  the  people  of  the  world.  We  should  invest  in  Liber- 
ty Bonds  and  War  Saving  Stamps,  subscribe  to  the  Red  Cross 
and  other  funds  to  the  extent  of  our  ability  for  alleviating  the 
sufferings  of  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  and  in  helping  to 
win  the  war. 

Let  us  m  easure  up  to  our  duty,  "to  create  a  better  under- 
standing for  sustaining  civil  officers  in  maintaining  law  and 
order;"  for  the  security  of  our  people  lies  in  a  strict  observance 
of  the  law.  No  country  is  a  safe  place  to  live  where  the  law  is 
trodden  under  foot  at  will  and  those  who  defy  it  go  unmolest- 
ed. Let  our  every  influence  be  on  the  side  of  maintaining  law 
and  order.  Clean  officials  and  a  good  government  should  be 
the  desire  of  every  citizen.  We  should  be  satisfied  with  nothing 
else. 

Lecturing 

In  this  address  I  wish  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  the 
office  of  lecturer.  It  is  he  who  can  recruit  our  ranks  as  no  one 
else  can.     His  services  are  indispensible. 

As  I  travel  over  the   state  I   hear  farmer   members   of  the 
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Alliance  express  their  regrets  that  there  is  no  active  Alliance  in 
their  communities. 

We  should  take  steps  at  this  meeting  to  send  efficient  lectur- 
ers into  the  field  and  reorganize  as  far  as  we  can  an  Alliance  in 
every  township  where  there  is  not  already  an  active  farmers 
organization.  The  field  is  ripe  and  is  ready  for  the  harvest. 
The   best  inerests  of  the  farmers  demand  organization. 

Education 

In  all  const  uctive  activities  the  strength  of  the  people  is 
udged  by  their  intelligence  and  knowledge  rather  than  by 
numbers. 

If  we  want  our  sons  and  daughters  to  occupy  positions  of 
responsibility  and  trust  we  must  fit  them  for  these  duties.  The 
maxim  that  "knowledge  is  power' '  has  never  meant  more  than 
it  will  in  the  times  during  and  after  the  reconstruction  period 
following  the  present  war.  Education  will  propably  mean  more 
to  the  individual  then  than  it  ever  meant  before.  In  the  coun- 
cils of  readjustment  we  will  need  strong  men  to  champion  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  country  and  see  that  they  do  not 
suffer  at  the  hands  of  those  who  might  want  to  prey  upon  them. 
Therefore,  we  should  stand  by  the  educational  interests  of  our 
country  by  supporting  measures  calculated  to  give  us  better 
schools  and  longer  terms.  We  should,  if  possible,  give  to  the 
rural  districts  as  good  schools  as  the  towns  and  cities  have. 
Ignorance  is  an  unrelenting  tax  gatherer  and  levies  a  higher 
rate  of  interest  than  do  bonds  issued  for  educational  purposes. 
Support  the  taxes  and  educational  bonds  and  then  see  that 
they  are  wisely  expended. 

We  should  give  to  our  sons  and  to  our  daughters  the  edu- 
cation that  will  best  fit  them  for  their  life  work;  enabling  those 
who  stay  on  the  farm  to  have  a  knowledge  of  soils,  their  proper 
management,  crop  adaption,  plants  and  their  requirements, 
care  and  cultivation.  The  care  and  treatment  of  orchards, 
vineyards,  live-stock,  etc.  The  care  of  the  family  and  the 
home  by  an  understanding  of  household  management,  hygiene, 
dieteties,  the  preparation  of  food,  etc.

To  this  end  we  should  sustain  and  co-operate  with  our  edu- 
cational institutions,  and  with  the  National  and  State  Depart- 
ments of  Agriculture  in  their  various  activities. 

Good  Roads. 

Good  roads  are  great  promoters  ot  education  by  making  it 
possible  for  the  child  to  go  to  school  in  all  kinds  of  weather. 

A  good  road  is  a  valuable  asset  to  any  community.  It  elim- 
inates distance  and  enlarges  neighborhoods  by  bringing  them 
into  closer  touch  with  each  other.  It  doubles  the  life  of  the 
vehicle  and  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  horse.  It  virtually 
moves  the  farmer  owning  an  automobile  into  the  suburbs  of  the 
city,  and  increases  the  joys  and  pleasures  of  country  life.  It 
makes  the  families  miles  away,  his  door  neighbors;  and  puts 
him  within  a  few  minutes  of  his  Church  and  Sunday  School. 
We  should  take  advantage  of  every  opportunity  to  put  a  good 
road  through  our  community  and  by  our  own  door  if  possible. 

Government  Control. 

More  than  twenty-five  years  ago  the  Alliance  adopted  cer- 
tain resolutions  known  as  the  Alliance  Demands.  These  de- 
mands were  considered  chimerical  and  were  combatted  by  a 
great  many  of  our  leaders  in  public  opinion.  But  time  has 
shown  the  wisdom  of  them  and  most  of  them  have  been  enact- 
ed into  law  and  are  serving  the  people.  Among  the  first  of 
these  demands  to  be  enacted  into  the  law  was  that  of  Rural 
Free  Delivery.  The  last  is  the  control  of  railroads  and  steam- 
ship lines,  the  telegraph  and  telephone.  If  the  latter  can  be 
made  to  serve  the  country  and  the  people  as  well  as  the  R.  F. 
D.  has  the  control  of  these  will  doubtless  become   permanent. 

The  dissolving  of  trusts,  such  as  the  tobacco  trust,  the  meat 
packers  trust,  the  Harvester  trust  and  other  monopolies  shows 
what  a  government  can  do  when  it  is  run  in  the  interest  of  the 
people.  "Special  privileges  to  none,  equal  rights  to  all,"  was 
one  of  the  slogans  of  the  Alliance. 

The  power  of  the  hand  of  the  government  was  shown  in  the 
control  of  Nitrate  of  Soda  sold  direct  to  the  farmers  this  year 


at  a  saving  of  more  than  $30.00  per  ton.  In  my  home  town 
Nitrate  of  Soda  thru'  dealers  cost  $110.00  per  ton,  while  that 
furnished  by  the  Government  cost  $78.00  per  ton,  a  saving 
highly  appreciated  by  our  farmers.  The  farmers  should  take 
steps  at  once  thru'  our  congressmen  and  senators  to  have  ar- 
rangements made  to  supply  us  again  next  year.  To  grow  the 
crops  to  help  win  the  war  it  will  be  necessary  for  us  to  have  a 
supply  of  Nitrate  of  Soda.  The  scarcity  of  farm  labor  makes 
this  imperative  for  another  year.  But  we  should  not  put  our 
whole  reliance  in  Nitrate  of  Soda  nor  any  other  commercial 
fertilizer.  Let  us  begin  at  once  to  put  in  cover  crops,  such  as 
clovers,  vetches,  rye,  etc.  for  the  winter  crops  and  supplement 
these  with  commercial  fercilizers.  In  this  way  we  can  very 
materially  reduce  our  fertilizer  bills  and  permanently  improve 
our  soils. 

Standardization  of  Implements. 

If  the  government  will  now  go  a  step  further  and  standard- 
ize agriculteral  implements  so  as  to  make  parts  interchange- 
able, another  great  service  will  be  rendered  to  the  farmers  of 
the  whole  country.  To  illustrate:  The  International  Harvest- 
er Company  controls  and  manufactures  under  different  names 
not  less  than  a  half  dozen  mowing  machines,  each  differing 
from  the  other.  There  are  many  more  kinds  put  out  by  other 
manufacturer?,  all  of  them  differing.  If  these  could  be  stand- 
ardized so  that  the  section,  bolt,  knife-head,  pitman,  guard, 
rivet  or  any  other  part  would  fit  all  these  mowers  then  there 
would  be  a  great  saving  in  time,  and  inconvenience  avoided, 
to  farmers,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  implements  would  not  be 
lessened.  This  standardization  could  be  carried  out  in  all 
lines  of  Agricultural  implements  including  different  types  of 
tractors,  plows,  etc. 

Cooperation. 

Each  Sub  Alliance  should  be  a  cent?r  for  cooperation  in 
making  purchases  of  seeds,  implements,  machinery,  live-stock, 
etc.     In  this  way  better  prices  can  be  obtained.      Also   thru' 
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the  agency  of  cooperation  many  needed  purchases  of  improved 
implements,  machinery  and  live-stock  can  be  made  that  it 
would  be  impracticable,  or  impossible,  for  the  individual  to 
make.  Cooperation  in  selling  will  also  often  make  it.  possible 
to  obtain  better  prices  for  the  products  of  the  farm.  There  are 
numerous  ways  in  which  a  community  can  cooperate  and 
thereby  be  able  to  accomplish  purposes  of  permanent  uplift 
and  improvement  that  would  not  be  accomplished  by  individ- 
ual effort. 

Unity. 

Community  spirit  and  civic  pride  are  twin  sisters  that  should 
be  found  in  every  neighborhood.  They  are  evidences  of  pro- 
gress and  uplift  that  would  take  hold  of  and  so  beautify  any 
locality  to  the  extent  of  making  it  an  exceeding  desirable  place 
to  live. 

Good  reads,  cooperation,  a  community  spirit  and  civic  pride 
and  a  live  active  Farmers  Alliance,  a  Church  and  a  good 
school  in  every  neighborhood.  What  more  can  be  desired? 
These  things  are  well  worth  striving  for  and  should  be  the 
aims  of  every  member  of  the  Alliance.  By  taking  hold  of  these 
and  pushing  them  by  the  Alliances  their  membership  can  be 
doubled  and  quadrupled  within  the  next  twelve  months.  In 
doing  these  we  would  be  serving  God,  our  country  and  poster- 
ity, the  three  highest  duties  of  man.  Let  us  endeavor  to  meas^ 
ure  up  to  these  duties. 

"To  look  up  and  not  down, 
To  look  forward  and  not  back, 
To  look  out  and  not  in-  and 
To  lend  a  helping  hand." 
Let  Progress  be  our  Watchword.

The  following  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  from 
the  Resolution  Committe  after  the  receiving  of  the  Presidents 
address: 

1st.  Resolved  that  the  thanks  of  the  N.  C.  Farmers  State 
Alliance  are  due  and  hereby  tendered  the  President  of  our  Or- 
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der  for  his  masterful  advice  as  set  forth  in  his  annual  address. 
Brethren  let  us  profit  by  his  advice  and  take  it  to  heart  on  the 
subjects  of  Education,  Lecturing,  Good  Roads,  and  their  kin- 
dred the  legitimate  fruits. 

2nd.  Resolved  that  we  eudorse  President  Wilson  in  his  ef- 
forts to  carry  this  terrible  conflict  to  a  successful  issue  and 
pledge  our  lives  and  fortunes  and  our  sacred  honor  to  the  men 
who  are  going  "over  the  Top"  to  death  or  victory. 

3rd.  Resolved  that  we  heartily  co-operate  with  our  National 
and  State  Food  Administrators  in  the  conservation  of  all  sup- 
plies needed  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  the  war  and 
would  urge  our  National  officials  to  continue  their  efforts  in 
assistance  in  secureing  a  supply  of  Nitrate  of  Soda  and  other 
commercial  fertilizers  for  the  people. 

The  committe  on  Sale  of  Headquarters  property  made  a 
verbal  report  through  its  Chm.  Bro.  H,  M.  Gates.  He  state- 
ing  they  had  advertised  property  in  Progressive  Farmer  and 
News  &  Observer,  had  received  a  number  of  enquireries  re- 
garding the  property,  but  so  far  had  not  received  a  satisfactory 
price  offered,  it  was  then  carried  that  report  be  received  and 
the  committee  be  discharged, 
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The  report  of  the  Trustee  of  the  B.  A.  Fund  was   then   read 
as  follows:

Report  of  Secty-Treasurer  and  State  Business  Agent 
To  the  Officers  and  members  of   the   Farmers   State  Alliance 
of  N.C. : 
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Brethren  two  years  ago  1  assumed  the  duties  of  your  Sec- 
retary-Treasurer, and  one  year  ago  your  Business  Agent.  I 
entered  into  the  duties  of  these  offi.'.es  with  fear  of  not  measur- 
ing up  to  the  standard  of  our  former  Business  Agents,  having 
a  life-time  experience  in  the  cultivation  of  field  crops,  and  so 
little  experience  in  the  art  of  Book-Keeping.  Though  I  believe 
our  Brethren  have  so  far  appreciated  my  efforts  to  serve  them. 
I  am  glad  T  can  report  to  you  only  a  very  slight  falling  off  in 
membership,  which  I  am  surprised  is  not  greater,  considering 
the  number  of  our  sons  gone  to  the  war,  and  the  effects  of  the 
same  among  our  Farmers,  also  there  being  very  little  lecture 
work  done  during  the  year.  As  your  Business  Agent  I  am 
glad  to  report  that  our  volume  of  business  was  greater  duiing 
the  year  than  I  expected,  considering:  1st  we  did  no  Business 
Agency  business  last  year  and  started  out  anew  this  year,  2nd 
I  had  no  funds  placed  in  my  hands  to  do  business  with  until 
after  the  1st  of  January,  3rd  a  number  of  articles  sold  through 
your  agency  namely  sugar  and  flour,  were  con ti  oiled  by  our 
Food  Administration,  and  could  be  sold  only  in  limited  quan- 
tities. My  Books  and  papers  have  been  placed  in  the  hands 
of  your  Executive  Committee,  who  will  report  to  you  their 
findings.

To  the  members  of  the  N.  C.  State  Alliance: 

Brethren,  your  Ex-Committe 
herewith  submits  the  following  report:  On  the  8th  of  Decem- 
ber your  committee  held  a  meeting  in  Raleigh  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  funds  to  the  State  Business  Agency  and  such 
other  business  as  might  properly  come  before  the  Committee. 
At  that  meeting,  the  committee  ordered  the  Trustee,  Brother 
Thompson  to  place  a  $500.00  Bond  of  the  fund  in  the  hands  of 
the  S.B.A.  for  a  backing  of  his  purchases  for  the  members  of 
the  Alliance,  and  also  authorized  Bro.  T.  J.  Oldham  to  make  a 
disposition  of  the  "Head-quarters"  property  for  the  year  1918 
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and  arrange  terms  for  the  entertainment  of  the  State  Alliance 
at  its  annual  meeting  the  following  August.

Thompson  chairman  of  the  disposing  of  the  Head-quarters 
property  committee,  tendered  his  resignation  on  said  committee 
and  the  same  was  accepted.

Resolved,  That  the  State  Lecturer 
be  ordered  to  work  in  such  counties  as  seem  in  his  judgment 
to  need  his  services  and  spend  as  much  time  in  the  field  as  he 
thinks  conditions  will  justify.  And  that  said  services  be  paid 
for  as  heretofoie.  Furthermore  that  the  State  President  be 
urged  to  render  the  Lecturer  all  assistance  possible. 

H.  E.  Thompson  for  Com, 

Carried  that  President's  Address  be  presented  as  early  as 
possible  to  The  Progressive  Farmer,  The  Coop-erater,  The 
Greensboro  Daily  News  and  The  News  and  Observer  for  pub- 
lication and  that  the  weekly  papers  of  the  State  be  requested 
to  copy. 

Carried  that  Secretary  write  the  Spotless  Co.  of  Richmond, 
Va. -returning  the  thanks  of  this  State  Alliance  for  their  kind- 
ness to  our  Agency  and  Brethren  of  N.  C.  and  with  the  great- 
est of  pleasure  accept  their  offer  of  trade  arrangements  for  the 
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year,  and  especially  return  thanks  for  the  nice  box  of 
-cigars  presented  to  the  Brethren  at  this  meeting  through 
jBro.  J.  H.  Evans  by  them. 

The  following  Resolution  was  introduced  by  Bro.  J.  M. 
Mitchell:  Resolved  that  the  President  appoint  a  committee 
of  three  as  a  sales  committee  who  shall  have  the  power  to  sell 
our  Headquarters  property — with  instructions  to  sell,  and  power 
to  make  title  to  same.  Amendment  to  the  Resolution  was  of- 
fered by  Bro.  T.  B.  Parker  and  carried  as  follows:  That  the 
committee  shall  place  the  sale  of  the  Alliance  Headquarters

Edie  Cullipher  Vice  President  of  the  State  Alliance  for  the  en- 
sueing  year  by  installing  officers  T,  B.  Parker  and  H.  H. 
Thompson. 

The  following  Resolution  was  presented  by  committee  on 
Resolutions  and  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  "vote  of  the 
House";  Resolved  that  the  thanks  of  this  State  Alliance  are 
due  and  hereby  tendered  Bro.
